So 
no sooner does a fragment of rock at 
e 
mountain crest become loosened 
than gravitation hurls it crashing down 
into1 the valley, shattering it into frag­ 
ments. perhaps, or at the least grind- 
off some portions of its surface, as 
well as of the surface of the rocks 
against which it is dashed. 
“By such means aud with the fur­ 
ther ald of its handmaidens wind and 
water, gravitation works its unceas­ 
ing purpose of leveling the* surface 
of the earth, 
in a few brief geological 
moments it rounds the shoulders of 
the haughtiest mountain; and. given 
time enough, it will bring every par­ 
ticle of rock back to the sea bed 
whence it originally sprang.

that, as a transition stage, it is for­ 
ever mixing the different soil con­ 
stituents on the one hand and sort­ 
ing them out again on the other.”-*

A systematic sanitary inspection of 
dairy faVmsand milk distributing depots 
cannot lie too strongly recommended. 
Recent investigations in various parts 
of 
the 
country 
have 
conclusively 
shown that the conditions on many 
of the farms and at many milk depots 
are anything but ideal; they are, in 
fact, about as bad as it is possible 
| to conceive. 
Stables are poorly light­ 
ed, many having no windoxvs what­ 
ever. and ventilation is not provided 
for. Little* attention is paid to floors, 


j ceilings, xx alls or stable yards. Swine, 
horses and poultry are often found in 
the same barn with the* rows. Manure 
i is not removed, or, x* hen removed, is 
thrown through an opening in the wall 
or just outside the door, frequently 
near the milk room. 
The necessary 
appliances for sterilizing and cooling 
1 in the milk room are often lacking. 
I making ii impossible to properly wash 
and sterilize pails, cans, bottles, and 
other appliances, or to properly cool 
and hold at a low 
tem perature 
the 
milk before delivery. 
Milk dealers as a rule hax** more re­ 
gard for sanitation and have better 
appliances than are to be* found on 
the average farm, but some common 
practices are deplorable. 
Very few 
dealers have appliance's for sterilizing 
bottle s. 
Drivers not infrequently bot­ 
tle milk on tin* wagon, usintr bottles 
that have come from some household 
and have not be e n sterilized. 
Wagons 
and appliances are not kept iii as san­ 
itary condition as should be required. 
A number of dealers do not separate 
business from home operations. 
Help 
of unknown origin and doubtful habits 
is employed ane! is a constant menace 
to purity of milk. 
Up to April 5 of 
the present year a e*are*fitl examina­ 
tion had been made, under the super­ 
vision of the depart tm n? 
of 
agri­ 
culture. of 727 dairies supplying jrilk 
to the District of Columbia. 
T hif ex­ 
amination took into account only the 
sanitary condition of the farms and 
did not include the health of the ani­ 
mals nor an examination of the water 
supply, except as these points would 
tie revealed by observation on the 
premises at the time of the inspection. 
The average rating of these 727 dair­ 
ies. on the basis of loo as perfect. 
was 45 I per cent. 
Thirty-three were 
above 75 per cent., 27x between 50 
and 75 per cent*, and 407 scored less 
than 50 per rent. 
The 
tuberculin 
test had been applied to but four of 
the herds, though many proprietors 
stated that the test would be applied 
in the near future. 
With tested herds 
and a pure water supply assured, this 
showing would be deplorable, but un­ 
der existing conditions 
of 
probable 
water contaminations and but four out 
of • 12* herds tuberculin tested, what ! 
shat! I>e said? 
A similar study has be* n made of 
conditions in the city, and the situs- ^ 
tion there is not nearly so bad as in 
the 
country. 
Seventy-three 
depots 
were examined, of which 
Hi 
were 
rated above 75 per cent, and 27 be­ 
tween 57.5 and 75 per cent. 
The situation in Washington is not 
different from that confronting the 
health departm ents of most of the J 
cities of any size 
throughout 
th** I 
country. The public is gradually awak­ 
ening to the fact that these conditions I 
must be changed. 
The following are suggested as ideal 
conditions, which might be used as a I 
basis for rules and regulations: 
The Cows. 
1. 
Have 
the herd examined fre- I 
quently bv 
a 
skilled 
veterinarian. J 
Promptly remove any animals 
sus- ! 
ported of being iii bad health. Never 
add an animal to the herd until a er- \ 
tain it is free from disease, especially j 
tuberculosis. 
2. 
Never allow a cow to be ex­ 
cited 
by 
hard driving, abuse, loud 
talking, or unnecessary disturbance; 
do not unduly expose her to cold or 
storms. 
3. Clean the entire body of 
the 
cow daily. 
Hair in the region of the 
udder should be kept short. 
Wipe 
the udder and surrounding parts with 
a clean, damp cloth before milking. 
4. Do not allow any strong-flavored 
feed, such as garlic, cabbage or tur­ 
nips, to be eaten except Immediately 
after milking. 
5. Salt should always be accessible. 
f. Radical changes in feed should 
be made gradually. 
7. Have fresh, pure water la abun­ 
dance, easy of access, and not 
too 
cold. 
The Stables. 
S. Dairy cf.it Ie should be kept in 
a stable whet? no other animals 
are 
housed, preferaWy, without cellar or 


storage loft. 
Stable should be light 
Ifour square feet of glass per cow* i 
and dry, with 500 cubic feet of air 
to each animal. 
It should have air 
inlets and outlets, so arranged as to 
give good ventilation without drafts 
of air on cows. 
The presence of flies 
m ay be reduced 
by darkening the 
stable and removing the manure as 
directed below: 
9. Floor walls and ceilings of the 
stable should be tight, walls and ceil­ 
ings being kept free of cobwebs and 
whitewashed twice 
a 
year. 
There 
should be as few dust-catching ledges 
and projections as possible. 
10. Allow no musty or dirty litter 
or strong-smelling material 
in 
the 
stable. 
Store manure under cover at 
least 40 feet from the stable in 
a 
dark place. 
Use land plaster daily in 
gutter and on floor. 
Milk House. 
11. Cans should not remain in the 
stable while being filled. 
Remove 
the milk of each cow at once from 
the stable to a clean room; strain im­ 
mediately through 
cotton 
flannel or 
absorbent cot ton: cool to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or lower. All milk houses 
should be screened. 
12. 
Milk utensils should be made 
of metal, with all 
joints 
smoothly 
soldered, or. when possible, should be 
made of stamped metal. 
Never allow 
utensils To become rusty or rough in 
side. 
Use milk utensils for nothing 
but handling, storing 
or 
delivering 
milk. 
13. To clean dairy utensils use pure 
water only. 
First rinse the utensils 
in warm water; then wash inside and 
out in hot water in which a cleansing 
material has 
been 
dissolved; 
rinse 
again; sterilige with boiling water or 
steam: then keep inverted in pure air 
that may have ready access, and sun 
if possible, until ready for use. 
Milking and Handling of Milk. 
11. 
The milker should wash his 
hands immediately before milking and 
should milk with 
dry 
hands. 
He 
should wear a clean outer garment, 
which should be kept in a clean place 
when not in use. 
Tobacco should not 
be used while milking. 
15. 
Iii 
milking be quiet, quick. 
ch an and thorough. 
Commence milk­ 
ing at the s a m e hour every morning 
and evening, and milk the cows in th** 
same order. 
16. Mf any part of the milk 
is 
bloody, stringy, or unnatural in ap­ 
pearance. or if by acc ident dirt gets 
into the milk pail. the whole 
mess 
should be rejected. 
17. Weigh and record the milk 
of 
each cow. 
IS. Never mix warm milk v/ith that 
which has been cooled, and do not 
allow milk to freeze. 
19. Feed no dry dusty feed just pre­ 
vious to milking. 
20. Persons suffering from any dis­ 
ease, or who have been exposed to a 
contagious disease, must remain away 
from tho cows and milk. 
21. 
It is needless to say that the 
shorter the time between the produc­ 
tion of milk and its delivery, and be- 
txveen delivery a n i use, th** better 
xvii! be the* quality of the milk.

uyalnst which it is dashed. 


"By such means and with the fur- 


ther aid of Its handmaidens wind and 
water, gravitation works its unceas- 
ing purpose of leveling the' surface 
of the earth. In a few brief geological 
moments It rounds the ahojitders of 
the haughtiest mountain; and,, given 
time enough, It will bring every par* 
tide of rock back to the aea bed 
whence it originally sprang. Short of 
that, as a transition stage, It is for* 
ever mixing the different soil con- 
stituents on the one hand and sort- 
ing them out again on the other."—

A systematic sanitary inspection of 


dairy faring and milk distributing depots 
cannot he too strongly recommended. 
Recent investigations in various parts 
of 
the 
country have 
conclusively 


shown that the conditions oir many 
of the farniK and at many milk depots 
are anything but ideal; they are, in 
fact, about as bad as it is possible 
to conceive. 
Stables are poorly light- 


ed, many having no windows what- 
ever, and ventilation is not provided 
for. 
Little attention is paid to floors, 


ceilings, walls or stable yards. Swine, 
horses and poultry are often found in 
the same barn with the cows. Manure 
fs not removed, or, when removed, Is 
thrown through an opening in the wall 
or Just outside the door, frequently 
near the milk room. 
The necessary 


appliances for sterilizing and cooling 
In the milk room are often lacking, 
making It impossible to properly wash 
and sterilize pails, cans, bottles, and 
other appliances, or to properly cool 
and hold at a low temperature the 
milk before delivery. 


Milk dealers as a rule have more re- 


gard for sanitation and have better 
appliances than arc to be found on 
the average farm, but some common 
practices arc deplorable. 
Very few 


dealers have appliances for sterilizing 
bottles. 
Drivers not infrequently bot- 


tle milk on. the wagon, using bottles 
that have-come from so mo household 
and have not been atrrilixeit. 
Wagons 


and appliances are not kept in as san- 
itary condition us should be required. 
A number of dealers do not separate 
business from home operations. Help 
of unknown origin and doubtful habits 
is employed and fs a constant, mennce 
to purity of milk. 
Up to April 5 of 


the present year a. careful examina- 
tion had been made, under the super- 
vision of the department 
of 
agri- 


culture, of 727 dairies supplying Hiilk 
to the District of Columbia. 
Thit ex- 


amination took into account only the 
sanitary condition of tho farms and 
did not include tho health of Ihe ani- 
mals nor an examination of the water 
supply, except as these points would 
be revealed by observation on the 
premises at the lime of the inspection. 
The average rating of those 727 dair- 
ies, on the basis of 100 as perfect, 
was 45. L per cent. 
Thirty-three were 


above 75 per cent., ^7S between SO j 
and 75 per ornr.. and 407 scored less 
than 50 per con I. 
The 
tuberculin 


test had been applied to but four of 
the herds, though many proprietors 
stated thiit the test wmild 1m applied 
In the near future. 
With tosietl herds 


and a pure water supply assured, this 
showing would be deplorable, but un- 
der pxIstinK conditions 
of probable 


water contaminations und but four out 
of 727 herds tuberculin tested, what 
shall be said?

The following are suggested as ideal 


conditions, which might be used as a 
basts for rules and regulations:

skilled veterinarian. 


Promptly remove any animals 
sus- 


pectmt of being in bud health. Never 
add an animal to the herd until ^cer- 
tain it IB free from disease, especially 
tuberculosis, 


2. Never allow a cow to be ex- 


cited v by 
hard driving, abuse, loud 


talking, or unnecessary 
disturbance; 


do not unduly expose her to cold or 
storms. 


3. Clean the entire body of 
the 


cow dally. 
Hair in the region of the 


udder should be kept short. 
Wipe 


the udder and surrounding parts with 
a clean, damp cloth before milking. 


4. Do not allow any strong-flavored 


feed, Buch as garlic, cabbage or tur- 
nips, to be eaten except Immediately 
after milking. 


6. Salt should always be accessible. 
•. Radical changes In feed should 


be made gradually. 


7. Have fresh, pure water in abun- 


dance, easy of access, and not 
too 


cold.

or strong-smelling material

stable. 
Store manure under cover at 


least -10 feet from Ihe stable in

dark place. 
Use land piaster dally In 


gutter and on floor.

11. Cans should not remain in the 


stable while being 
filled. 
Remove 


the milk of each cow at once from 
the stable to a clean room; strain im- 
mediately through cotton flannel or 
absorbent cotton; cool to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or lower. AH milk houses 
should be screened. 


12. Milk utensils should be made 


of metal, with all 
joints smoothly 


soldered, or, when possible, should be 
made of stamped metal. 
Never allow 


utensils to become rusty or rough In 
side. 
Use milk utensils for nothfns 


but handling, storing 
or delivering 


milk. 


13. To clean dairy utensils use pure 


water only. 
First rinse the utensils 


In warm water; then wash Inside and 
out In hot water in which a cleansing 
material has been dissolved; rinse 
again; slerilige with boiling water or 
steam; then keep Inverted in pure air 
that may have ready access, and sun 
if possible, until ready for use.

20. Persons suffering from any dis- 


ease, or who have been exposed to a 
contagious disease, must remain away 
from Ihe cows and milk. 


-1. It is needk-ss to say that the 


shorter the time between the produc- 
tion of milk and its delivery, and be- 
tween delivery and use, the better 
will be the quality of the milk.

the winds would not blow, the waters 
would not descend, and the mountain 
tops would not crumble into tbe val- 
leys. Each ['article of pulverized rock 
would romaiii where it, was formed, 
and there would be no tsm:h thing as 
a mixed soil. 


"Hut as matters are actually ar- 


ranged, gravitation is perpetually act- 
ive, and every particle of mutter is be- 
ing eternally tugged at and urged to 
get nearer to the earth's center. 
So 


no Kooner does a fragment of rock at 
is, ' mountain crest, become loosened 
I ban gravitation hurls it crashing down 
into) the valley, shattering It into frag- 
ments, perhaps, or at the least grind- 
olT aom« portions, of Us surface, as 
wo)] as of the surface of the rocks 
uyulnst which It la daahed. 


"By such means and with the fur- 


ther aid of Its handmaidens wind and 
water, gravitation works its unceas- 
ing purpose of leveling the' surface 
of the earth. In a few brief geological 
moments It rounds the shoulders of 
the haughtiest mountain; and,, given 
time enough. It will bring every par* 
tide of ruck back to the sea bed 
whence it originally sprang. Short of 
that, as a transition stage, It is for* 
ever mixing the different soil con- 
stituents on the one hand and sort- 
Ing them out again on the other."—

A systematic sanitary Inspection of 


dairy faVras and milk distributing depots 
cannot be too strongly recommended. 
Recent investigations in various parts 
of 
the 
country have conclusively 


shown that the condition** oir many 
of the farms and at many milk depots 
are anything but idea); they are, in 
fact, about as bad as it is possible 
to conceive. 
Stables are poorly light- 


ed, many having no windows what- 
ever, and ventilation Is not provided 
for. 
Little attention is paid to floors, 


ceilings, walls or stable yards. Swine, 
horses and poultry are often found in 
the same barn with the cows. Manure 
fs not removed, or, when removed, is 
thrown through an opening in the wall 
or Just outside the door, frequently 
near the milk room. 
The necessary 


appliances for sterilizing and cooling 
In the milk room are often lacking, 
making it impossible to properly wash 
and sterilize pails, cans, bottles, and 
other appliances, or to properly cool 
and hold at a low temperature 
the 


milk before delivery. 


Milk dealers as a rule have more re- 


gard for sanitation and have better 
appliances than are to be found on 
the average farm, but some common 
practices arc deplorable. 
Very few- 


dealers have appliances for sterilizing 
bottles. 
Drivers not infrequently boi- 


tle milk oil the wagon, using bottles 
that have-come from some household 
and have not been sterilised. Wasons 
and appliances are nol kept in as san- 
itary condition us should be required. 
A number of dealers do not separate 
buslnoss from home operations. Help 
of unknown origin and doubtful habits 
Is employed and is a constant, memice 
to purity of milk. 
Up to April 5 of 


the present year a. careful examina- 
tion had been made, under the super- 
vision of the department 
of 
agri- 


culture, of 727 dairies supplying Hiilk 
to the District of Columbia. 
Thl« ex- 


amination took into account only the 
sanitary condition of the farms and 
did not include tho health of Ihe ani- 
mals nor an examination of the water 
supply, except as those points would 
be revealed by observation on the 
premises at the lime of the inspection. 
The average rating of those 727 dair- 
ies, on the basis of 100 as perfect, 
was 45. L per cent. 
Thirty-three were 


above 75 por cent., li7S between JiO 
and 75 per ornr.. and 407 scored less 
than 50 per con I. 
The 
tuberculin 


test had been applied lo but four of 
the herds, though many proprietors 
stated that the test would 1m applied 
In tbe near future. 
With tosied herds 


and a pure water supply assured, this 
showing would be deplorable, but un- 
der pxlstinK conditions 
of 
probable 


water contaminations und but four out. 
of 727 herds tuberculin tested, what 
shall be said? 


A similar study has been made of 


conditions in tho city, and the situa- 
tion there is not nearly so bud uw in 
the 
country. 
Seventy-three 
do pots 


were examined, of which 
-111 
wore 


rated above 7ii per cent, and 27 be- 
tween 57.5 and 75 p*>r cent. 


The situation in Washington is not 


different from that confront ing the 
health departments of most of the 
cities of any sixo 
throughout, 
the 


country. The public is gradually awak- 
ening to the fact, that these conditions 
must be changed. 


The following are suggested as Ideal 


conditions, which might bt* used as a 
basts for rules and regulations: 


The Cows. 


1. 
Have 
the herd examined fre- 


quently By a 
skilled 
veterinarian. 


Promptly remove any animals 
sus- 


pected of being in bad health. Never 
add an animal to the herd until ^cer- 
tain It IB free from disease, especially 
tuberculosis. 


2. Never allow a cow to be ex- 


cited v by 
hard driving, abuse, loud 


talking, or unnecessary 
disturbance;

(four square feet of glass per cow) 
and dry, with 500 cubic feet of air 
to each animal. 
It should have air 


inlets and outlets, so arranged as to 
Slve good ventilation without drafts 
of air on cows. 
The presence of flies 


may be reduced by darkening the 
stable and removing the manure as 
directed below: 


9. Floor walls and ceilings of the 


stable should be tight, walls and cell- 
ings being kept free of cobwebs and 
whitewashed twice a year. 
There 


should be as few dust-catching ledges 
and projections as possible. 


10. Allow no musty or dirty litter 


or strong-smelling material 
In 
the 


stable. 
Store manure under cover at 


least 40 feet from Ihe stable in 
a 


dark place. 
Use land piaster daily In 


gutter and on floor. 


Milk Haute. 


11. Cans should not remain in the 


stable while being filled. Remove 
the milk of each cow at once from 
the stable to a clean room; strain im- 
mediately through 
cotton flannel or 


absorbent cotton; cool to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or lower. All milk houses 
should be screened. 


12. Milk utensils should be made 


of metal, with all 
joints 
smoothly 


soldered, or, when possible, should be 
made of stamped metal. 
Never allow 


utensils to become rusty or rough in 
side. 
Use milk utensils for nothing 


but handling, storing or delivering 
milk. 


13. To clean dairy utensils use pure 


water only. 
First rinse the uteasils 


In warm water; then wash Inside and 
out in hot water in which a cleansing 
material has been dissolved; rinse 
again; slerllige with boiling water or 
steam; then keep Inverted in pure_alr 
that may have ready access, and sun 
if possible, until ready for use. 


Milking and Handling of Milk. 


14. The milker should wash his 


hands immediately before milking and 
should milk with 
dry 
hands. 
He 


should wear a clean outer garment, 
which should be kept in a clean place 
when not in use. 
Tobacco should not 


be used while milking.

15. Never mix warm milk with that 


which has been cooled, and do not 
allow milk lo freeze. 


19. Feed no dry dusty feed just pre- 


vious to milkitm. 


20. Persons suffering from any dis- 


ease, or who have been exposed to a 
contagious disease, must remain away 
from Ihe cows and milk. 


-1. It is needless to say that the 


shorter the time between the produc- 
tion of milk and its delivery, and be- 
tween delivery and use, the better 
will be the quality of the milk.
